VICTORIA PURCELL meets Gary Cady, the actor, 
one-time restaurateur and soon-to-be retail mogul on 
a mission to make the pursuit of style a charitable one 


G ary Cady is a man who j umps 
in with both feet. Born in 
Huddersfield, he moved to 
London practically on a whim following 
one of those what do you really want to do?’ 
conversations in the pub. Abandoning 
plans to read English at Oxford, he decided 
instead to apply for drama school and 
pursue notions of becoming an actor. After 


being accepted by RADA, and rejecting it 
in favour of the Guildhall School of Music 
& Drama at the Barbican, he took up some 
“cheap digs” in Crystal Palace. 

That was over 30 years ago, and it seems 
he took to the area, for some five years later 
he moved to Dulwich Village, where he still 
lives with his wife Jayne and their two 
daughters. “I’m a south east London boy 


really, after Yorkshire,” Gary reveals. “From 
Crystal Palace it was a natural move to 
Dulwich - that, to me, was a village. I like 
my own front door; I don’t like to be in a 
high-rise... small-town boys! 

“At the time Crystal Palace felt like it was 
miles away, but now it’s on the tube and the 
whole area’s buzzy. I like East Dulwich for the 
restaurants and North Cross Road market. 
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In fact, you don’t need to go into town any 
more. But I like to be close to London, I like 
to go to the theatres and restaurants and stuff 
— I still like a trip to Selfridges.” 

His acting career has spanned 30 years, 
and despite taking so keenly to the area, one 
of his first roles sent him back up north to 
play Matthew Fairchild in a gritty comedy 
called Brass , which ran from 1983 to 1984 
and came back for a third series in 1990. 

“I started in TV in Brass , with Timothy 
West, now a comedy great. It was weird 
because you go to drama school and they 
beat the accent out of you so you sound like 
a public school boy, then I went straight into 
playing a miner’s son. It was brilliant, 
probably one of the best things Ive done.” 

Over the years he has appeared in some 
of our favourite TV dramas — from Birds 
of a Feather, Coronation Street and As Time 
Goes By to Trial and Retribution, Holby City 
and Peak Practice. A quick nosey at his 
IMDb listing reveals a string of theatre, 


Dulwich residents. At first the family 
moved in upstairs, but after realising 
Belair’s full potential as a wedding venue, 
they decided to open up the whole place. 

“The people in Dulwich really did 
appreciate it,” says Gary, who would 
welcome costars and local actors into the 
restaurant, including Terry Jones, 
Timothy Spall and Jo Brand. “We were 
absolutely packed at weekends. In fact, 
when we opened we were packed - it was 
a nightmare because we weren’t ready!” 

In 2002, after running Belair for six 
years, the Cadys came to the decision to 
sell (“It wasn’t just the hard work, it was a 
lot of responsibility—keeping control of

on sale at Give + Take (and below left) 



TV and film roles spanning virtually every 
year from 1982 to present. But despite 
this, Gary decided it would be wise to add 
“a second string to my bow”. 

So he took another leap of faith — in 1996 
he and his wife Jayne bought the dilapidated 
Belair House (now Beauberry). They 
refurbished the venue and opened it as a fine 
dining restaurant to rival the likes of Chez 
Bruce, then the nearest reputable venue for 


the quality is exhausting”). Belair became 
Beauberry and continued its successful run 
- in 2009 it was voted Best Wedding Venue 
in South London, shortlisted for Best British 
Wedding Venue by Wedding TV, and 
voted 76th Best Restaurant in the UK 
by the National Restaurant Awards. 

Not bad, for an actor who admits to being 
a hopeless waiter, and now, he’s turning 
his entrepreneurial flair to the world of retail 


with an assured enthusiasm to rival that 
ofMaryPortas. 

Once again, Gary has launched himself 
into the unknown. Yet when we meet at 
Give + Take, the brand-new store gradually 
coming to life on Lordship Lane, he seems 
incredibly relaxed. It may also be considered 
impressive that, despite issues with the lease, 
delays with building works and a front door 
that is too small, he is managing to keep hold 
of the lustrous locks he’s currently sporting 
for a role as Sir Thomas More in a US docu- 
drama. How does he manage to do it all? 

“When I took on the Belair House 
project,” he says, “I got a huge part in 
an Alan Bleasdale series, Melissa, playing 
a racing driver called Don Page. And I don’t 
know, I just had to do both. 

“Funny how that happens,” he continues, 
“When we were due to open [Give + Take] 

I got that movie, Hot Hot Hot u U U 
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[a Beryl Koltz film in post-production], 
filmed in Luxembourg. I play Knut, the 
manager of aTurkish-Swedish sauna (its 
not a blue movie!). I finished filming at the 
end of the summer, when we were starting 
this project, so it’s similar to Belair.” 

One can only hope it is similar to Belair, 
for if that is the case, Give + Take is surely set 
to take off. The concept is this: vintage 
clothing, designer labels for less, antiques 
and ethically sourced homewares all come 
together under the umbrella of a chari ty- 
cum-discount-cum-swap shop. And the 
cause? Breakthrough Breast Cancer. Having 
lost his mother to breast cancer four years 
ago, Gary decided to do what he could to 
help fight the disease that, despite huge 
advances in medicine, continues to take the 
lives of 1,000 women a month in the UK. 

“I had the idea at least three years ago 
when I was volunteering at a charity shop. 

I was thinking of the concept, and having 
seen what they could take through the doors

gave me the confidence to say ‘OK, lets try 
it’. It was amazing how much came in and 
how much they wasted because they didn’t 
realise it was Max Mara or Gucci. They get 
everything—object d’art, big frames and 
things like that. It just seemed obvious to me 
at the time, it’s the Zeitgeist, it’s green. But 
I don’t think anyone’s yet had the same idea 
of combining the concepts like this — I don’t 
think anyone’s done the charity, plus the 
vintage, plus the designer-labels-for-less.” 

The swap-shop element works like so: 
take your unwanted clothes and homewares 
to Give + Take, where it is sorted into 
merchandise for the shop and goods to 
be recycled or passed on to other charities. 



If you are donate the item to the store, 

100% of the profits made on the sale go to 
Breakthrough Breast Cancer. If you choose 
to exchange an item for credit or stock, you 
get 50% of the sale price to spend in store. 
Any profit from exchanged items goes to the 
shop, which is, after all, a commercial entity, 
but £1 is added to the value of every sale over 
£10, which goes to Breakthrough. 

“Breakthrough is the only charity where 
all the money goes into research, not 
palliative care,” explains Gary, “so all the 
money goes into preventing it or curing it.” 

As I visit the store in late-January there’s 
already a vibe. The whitewashed walls lend

an airy, rustic warehouse feel, a central 
staircase pulls your gaze upwards to a 
cosy-looking loft - generously carpeted 
by Lordship Lane Carpets - that will house 
bed linens and homeswares. 

As ex-global product and buying director 
for high-end fashion brand Aquascutum, 
Jayne is well connected in the fashion world, 
pulling in brand new coats by Aquascutum 
and Jaeger, surplus stock from Pringle 
and M&S, independent brands such as 
Kirei, nearly new Armani shirts and once- 
worn Donna Karen and Max Mara. The 
homewares all have an ethical vibe - retro 
furniture, antiques, reclaimed pieces 
and reclaimed photo frames handmade 
by the homeless in South African villages. 

A jewellery and embroidery range is due 
in from Thailand, too, made by a group 
of women who would otherwise be forced 
to work as prostitutes to pay for food. 

But Gary is keen to stress that Give + Take 
is, more than anything, a beautiful place to 
shop. No eco crusades necessary, although 
I’m sure you’ll be happy in the knowledge 
that your shopping spree is contributing 
to the greater good. I’ll see you there. •

Marie Claire crowned you the “hottest new accessory 
designer on the block” - how did that make you feel? 

It made me cry! I sent in some pieces and they featured them in 
the A-Z of SS10 accessories, next to brands like Pucci and D&G 
It was the March issue, the issue you should really be in for 
fashion, and it just blew me away - I’d only been 
selling my collection for two months. 

What initially inspired you to get into fashion? 

I always wanted to be a designer, ever since I was 
little. I was always creative as a child and couldn’t 
think of myself in any other career, so I did a BTEC 
at London College of Fashion and then studied at 
KIAD [now University for the Creative Arts] in Kent. 

Why did you decide to specialise in accessories? 

When I left university, after internships with D&G 
and Felder Felder, I went to work as an accessories designer at 
Hobbs. I would create mood boards, which was so inspiring. But 
it wasn’t going in the direction I wanted it to, I just felt like I wasn’t 
Hobbs, so I started my own collection. 

Describe your style... 

Quirky, fresh and individual, but still 
wearable. I love using colour and 
fabrics. There is nothing really out 
there like my designs - cute, 
handmade pieces that are affordable.

Where do you begin with a new collection? 

Usually I’m inspired by art, or someone wearing something, and I’ll 
start looking at the colours and build a colour palette. Then I look 
for materials and start making and experimenting. Eventually it will 
come down to a few key pieces that look really good, and I’ll try 
to bring them all together so they make a collection. 

Tell us about SS11... 

I’ve focused on a few sharp, key colours but with a 
touch of tan and neutral shades. There is also a bit 
of colour blocking - green, fuchsia, sky blue - for a 
fresh and perky feel. I introduced animal prints too 

- leopard-print is still going strong on the catwalks 

- and I always use buttons, I love vintage buttons! 

Any plans to design clothes? 

I am a trained clothes designer - my final collection 
at university was inspired by the 60s and I made my own prints. 

I’d love to get back into it, maybe do swimwear - I love the 
aesthetic, the cut, the shape and the prints. Men’s accessories 
are also on the cards for AW11. 

And finally, what are your ambitions in the industry? 

I’d love a little shop eventually, with a bespoke bit in the back. 

I would like to be in south east London, but not too far from the 
centre, somewhere like Dulwich, maybe, where the clientele can 
walk to you.

It’s not every day you meet an opera star that 
could fix your blocked sink. Shannon Denny 
meets South Norwood tenor JAMES EDWARDS 


W hen we sit down over a cup of 
tea, James Edwards reveals that 
in the last three months he has 
taken more than 40 flights in the line of 
duty - and the future promises to be no less 
busy. This month the tenor plays Pinkerton 
in Raymond Gubbay’s acclaimed version 
of Puccini’s opera Madam Butterfly at the 
Royal Albert Hall, a jaw-dropping in-the- 
round production that sees the auditorium 
flooded to create a Japanese water garden. 

To date James has sung over 40 roles 
encompassing Donizetti, Verdi, Puccini, 
Sondheim and Britten. He speaks Italian, 
French and German and can sing in Czech, 
Russian and Polish. Closer to home, he has 
performed with the English National 
Opera, Grange Park Opera, Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra, BBC Symphony 
Orchestra and London Philharmonic 
Orchestra, while his work abroad regularly 
takes him to places like Israel, Hong Kong 
and Sweden. Fortunately the Royal Albert 
Hall gig involves no intercontinental flights, 
so the singer had time to reveal the behind- 
the-scenes reality of his unusual life. 

Your singing career began age eight; 
how did you get your start? 

I was a choirboy at St Pauls Cathedral. 

It really was an amazing time. We saw the 
Queen every few weeks; we were on the TV. 

I was leading a sort of adult professional life 
at a very early age. 

So did that make you crave the life 
of a fireman or office worker? 

Funny you should say that. About three 
years ago I thought, ‘I never made a 
conscious decision to be an opera singer. 

I sing because I can’t do anything else.’ 

I went to a life coach and they said, ‘If you 
weren’t singing what would you like to do?’ 

I said I’d quite like plumbing, so over a 
couple of years I trained as a plumber in my 
spare time. I travel the world singing and get

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lots of time on my own in hotels. I had 
an online tutor and spent five weeks doing 
the exams. So I’m a qualified plumber. 

I haven’t got any time to do plumbing, but 
it empowers me to believe I choose to sing. 
It’s really a mindset, and since I’ve had that 
mindset, I’ve got a lot more work. 

On your website there’s a quote saying you 
break the traditional stereotypes of opera. 
Does that refer to your unusual sideline? 



Without wanting to disrespect anybody, the 
way of behaving as an opera singer involves 
being slightly distant, aloof, self-obsessed. 
These people only sing; they do nothing else 
with their lives at all, and in my experience 
they have nothing to bring. I don’t even 
want to call myself an opera singer. I’m 
a singer and an actor who mostly works 
in operas. I would not want to be one of 
these diva people wearing a scarf humming 
all the time. 

Did you dabble in other musical styles? 

I went to Bishop Stortford College, a 
boarding school, and there I studied violin 
and piano, and I was in a rock band called 
Stonedhenge. I was the singer and bass 
player, like Axl Rose’s younger brother. 

We used to do covers of Nirvana, Pearl Jam, 
Guns N’ Roses, Led Zeppelin, Metallica. 
And still now, if I want to get myself fired up 



for a performance I put on Enter Sandman. 
It works every time. 

You’ve got an audition this afternoon; 
how do you prepare for that? 

I’ve got three children, Annabel who is 
11, Alex who is three and Evie who is one- 
and-a-half. So this morning I was basically 
just running around the house screaming 
with an iron in my hand, which is kind 
of a nice way to prepare. I used to get up 
early and start humming. I’d be singing, 

I’d be all nervous. I haven’t got time to 
do that anymore. 

What do the kids think of your job? 

All my son says about my singing is that it’s 
too noisy. That’s all he says! I tried warming 
up a little bit in the shower and he said, 
‘Don’t sing! It’s too noisy!’ 

Speaking of home life, how did you meet 
your fiancee? 

My other half is a singer as well. We met on 
a job, of course. She’s a mezzo-soprano. 

The difference between a soprano and a 
mezzo-soprano is that sopranos sing high, 
mezzos sing a bit lower. Mezzos are sane; 
sopranos are not. She was playing my love 
interest. There was a kiss in it. We don’t 
always rehearse the kisses in opera because, 
one, it’s embarrassing and, two, there’s no 
need. So just before the dress rehearsal we 


thought we’d try this kiss. Everyone was 
really quiet. It wasn’t very long, and we 
pulled apart and we were like, ‘Oh!’ And 
then a year later we had a child. It’s a classic! 

Travelling is a big part of your job. When 
you are back home in South Norwood, 
what would a perfect day entail? 

Playing with my kids, singing, plumbing, 
cooking and then getting drunk. All in one 
day - perfect. If I could only drink one 



thing for the rest of my life it would be 
margarita cocktails. I can drink those 
till the cows come home. 

Do you ever get the chance to perform 
locally? 

I had a very interesting time at the end 
of last year. I was the final act of the turning 
on of the Croydon Christmas lights, and 
the most incredible thing was that I met 
Basil Brush! I had my photo taken with 
him; my son was very impressed. •

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School daze 

Laura Berman, education solicitor at Fisher Meredith, 
on how to handle a school admissions appeal 



IF YOU ARE THE parent of a child 
transferring school in September, you will 
be awaiting the outcome of your application 
for preferred schools. Local authorities start 
sending out their decisions regarding the 
allocation of school places from 1 March. 

Should you be disappointed and wish 
to appeal, it is advisable, in most cases, 
to choose just one school to appeal to. 

You need to decide on your preferred school 
and think about your reasons for appealing. 
In doing so you need to consider the 
admission criteria and the reason your 
child has been refused a place there. 

There are some common criteria that 


schools use to allocate places when they 
are oversubscribed. These include siblings 
at the school, social or medical needs, the 
catchment area, faith, feeder schools, and 
partial selection by aptitude or banding. 

It is likely that, if your child has been refused 
a place, it is because they have failed to 
fulfil one or more of these criteria. 

School admission appeals are heard by 
a panel of three independent people who 
will consider whether the admission criteria 
used are lawful and have been fairly applied. 
Thereafter the appeal is a two-stage 
process. First, the panel will consider the 
school's 'prejudice' case-the school will 


need to show the admission of one more 
child will prejudice the efficient education 
of other children or use of resources. 

If the school succeeds in showing 
prejudice, the panel will go on to balance the 
strength of the school's prejudice case with 
the parents' personal reasons for appealing. 
To improve your chances of success, 
strengthen your personal reasons for 
appealing, as well as finding ways to pick 
holes in the school's prejudice case.

Liquidlift 

IN MY EXPERIENCE, February can mean the blues, so it is 
essential to keep on top of your game with some uplifting liquids. 

I prescribe quality fluids only from nowon... 

How about a reliable Muscadet de Sevre-et-Maine Sur Lie? 

It is made with the ‘sur lie’ technique, where wine is left longer on 
the used yeast than usual, making it smell a bit bready (in a good 
way). This fab example (£9.55 from Green and Blue) is made by 
Pierre Luncan-Papin, who has masterfully created a citrusy, 
refreshing honey-tinted version. It is positively zinging, with bursts 
of effervescent lime - perfect with some refreshing gravlax. 

Or, try Tesco Finest Gavi (as seen on Saturday Kitchen) at a 
mere £7.79. Melon and honey on the nose with a touch of pear and 
a refreshing metallic aftertaste (not dental fillings - more mountain 
river). The Gavi region is famous for the cortese grape, which 
produces a soft-yet-substantial white. Friend to white fish, chicken 
and me. Pick one up from Tesco Express on Croxted Road. 

Another failsafe liquid uplift comes from Jacobs Creek 
Sparkling Rose. You simply can’t go wrong with this fizzy rose, 
made from chardonnay and pinot noir grapes (skins left on long 
enough to form that shocking, Lady Gaga pink). These wine 
makers know their onions - they go back as far as 1847 - and have 
produced a really gorgeous New World flush of sunny fruits - wild 
strawberry, redcurrant and a touch of sherbet powder, packed with 
oodles of fizz. At £6.99 from Sainsbury’s, it is a smugly cheap date. 

Herne Hill Off Licence stocks a soft velvety Italian Chianti 
by Volupta at a modest £5.99. 

Made using the sangiovese 
grape, typically grown on the 
sun-kissed Tuscan hills, this light, 
fresh tipple offers medium acidity 
with plum, cherry, raspberry and 
light, nutty notes in between. 

So good it goes with anything 
-ask Hannibal Lecter, who “ate 
his liver with some fava beans 
and a nice Chianti”-lovely! •

THE SOUTH BANK is oft cited as one of 
the most romantic spots in London, and so, 
in search of idyllic, Valentine’s surrounds, 
we headed for the Oxo Tower Restaurant. 
Eight floors up, its lofty vantage point offers 
a prime view across the Thames of St Paul’s 
Cathedral and the City. Crisp white table 
cloths and impeccable service await, along 
with the dimmed lights in which best to view 
a lady’s carefully made up smokey eye. 

As I cooed over the setting, the boyfriend 
whispered: “Blue light? In a restaurant? 
Blue-tinged food?” Used to such practical 
interjections into moments of whimsy, I 
simply smiled and said: “It’s romantic, dear.” 
A point well made, but I chose to ignore it. 

We toasted in the fabulous view with 


champagne, and shortly after ordering, 
a delectable amuse-bouche materialized: 
scallop on pumpkin and cumin puree 
topped with caviar. More please. Post¬ 
bubbly we switched to a New Zealand pinot 
noir for appetizers of duck confit and wild 
mushrooms stacked in a light pastry case 
with duck and beetroot consomme, and a 
veal carpaccio with tomato and fennel jam 
and (rather odd) pickled shitake mushrooms. 

For the main course, we selected baked 
cod with truffle cheese, cured ham, brioche 
crumbs and carrot fondant - a wonderful 
balance of textures and flavours - and lamb 
with Cheddar crumble (concealing a treat of 
minced lamb), creamed Flageolet and black 
cabbage. Both dishes were beautifully 


presented and perfectly balanced, but fell 
short of the astronomical expectations 
we had formed following that heavenly 
amuse-bouche. Dessert raised the bar 
again though; the boyfriend grazing on a 
generous selection of Neal’s Yard cheeses 
with a Graham’s Vintage Port 1980, while 
I melted over the hazelnut cake with fig 
and Port ice-cream, eased down with 
a Krohn, Calheita Port 1978. 

All in all a fabulous treat, which we 
prolonged by heading through to the newly 
refurbished bar with mustard tub chairs 
and a 40-stong cocktail list. Here we drank 
in another aspect of that view while sipping 
peppermint tea and nibbling petit fours.
